Weekly Review 


~ Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


There seems to be a peculiar condition existing in the canned 
goods market at present, a condition that has been present for 
some months, but is possibly only being recognized or counted 
upon. Any inquiry asto the amount of business being done, 
whether of canner or broker, invariably brings forth the response, 
there is absolutely nothing doing. And this is the fact if the 
market is considered on the same basisas has always been done— 
large jobbing orders; but of late interested parties have been 
computing the total amount of cases gone out in small orders— 
5, to and 25-case lots, and are surprised to find that this total is 
of no mean proportions, in fact, figures up quite satisfactorily. 
This tells the whole story. 

On every hand in every line credits are being scanned very 
closely, and more strictly ‘‘cash’’ transactions are being put 
through than the average by a large margin. This has the 
effect of cutting down the size of the lots bought, and brings 
the buyers into the market more often, but in the end the total 
amount of purchases is not greatly altered from what they would 
have been under the old methods. So it may be said buying is 
going on steadily, even if in small lots, but with a very satisfac- 
tory total; and asthe stock taking time is over with many houses, 
and will be entirely finished by the roth of next month, we can 
count that the worst of these dull times is over and demand will 
increase steadily from now on. 

But in the line of all canned goods there is no great need of 
an increased demand, for there are no large overstocks of any 
single article to be moved, or badly needing such an improve- 
ment in the demand. The steady outgo we now note is all 
sufficient to make bare shelves before the new pack can come on, 
and to quite well guarantee prices against any serious decline, 
if it does not, in fact, advance prices. ; 

Some of our grocery journal friends are attempting to take 
us to task for ‘‘bulling’’ the canned goods market, and counsel- 
ling us that we should expect declines in canned goods, when 
all other articles are suffering in this way, as a result of the 
recent panic. They make the She grave mistake of accusing us 
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of ‘‘bulling;’’ for we are not. We are, however, giving the exact 
conditions of the market as regards supplies, which is perfectly 
proper, and the mere fact that these supplies are so low as to 
give a virtual guarantee of steady or advancing prices, cannot 
be turned against us in the form of an accusation of ‘‘ bulling’’ 
the market. We have brought the industry to realize the exact 
conditions of the market, and the efforts of these buyers’ organs 
to break the market avail nothing, and this is where the pinch 
comes. 

And yet in spite of this general understanding of market 
conditions it is not surprising to find changes in the shape of 
declines in the canned goods market. As for instance, some 
brokers report No. 3 seconds tomatoes 2%4c. off this week, and 
mark them now at 72%c., while others quote the market well 
up to 75c. for this grade. There is usually an explanation 
following these cuts; that the goods were a little off quality, or 
that the canner having them was slightly pressed for money and 
so accepted the order at a few cents off in order to realize. No. 3 
standard tomatoes are quoted all the way from 77%4c. to 82%c., 
under the same conditions, but the general market is recognized 
to be 82%c. for full standards. 

But the entire market is without variation in prices, with 
the packers showing no anxiety to sell. ‘‘Futures’’ are likewise 
not being pressed for sale, and a smaller amount of them being 
booked than ever before in the history of this style of business. 
The absence of a headlong rush into future orders will prove a 
a benefit to the business during the coming year, and may possibly 
be a blessing in disguise. 

The first real winter weather the country has seen has been 
experienced this week, when the thermometer in every section of 
the country weut close to the zero mark. A heavy snow was 

“experienced in the Northern States, and a lighter fall in all other 
sections. Asa result of this first touch of real winter, the ice 
crop is being‘gathered, and the snow is expected to be a benefit 


to growing grains. The winter has been remarkably open, and 
predictions are numerous that the spring will be delayed on 
account of this. As no section of the country has been excepted 
in this treatment, there will be no advantage gained by any 
special article over the others. It would not be surprising to 
find the spring much delayed, but the weather has been so 
changeable during the past few years that this cannot be safely 
figured upon. 

A great deal of interest is being taken just now in the talk 
of a new contract for canned goods between the jobbers and the 
canners, and as the Cincinnati Convention is expected to thrash 
this question out, more than the ordinary amount of interest is 
being taken in this meeting. Undoubtedly the question will be 
considered at length, but whether a satisfactory conclusion will 
be reached, we must await to see. It is safe to say the entire 
proceedings of this meeting will be most interesting, and until 
that event transpires there will be a great deal of interest taken 


in the canned goods market per se. 


In cans and canners’ metals there is no more to report than 
in the goods themselves. Supply men at the Convention are in 
hope of doing a good business, as up to this time there have not 
been a great many orders placed. The time is now drawing 
near when these orders must be gotten in, or the canner who 
delays may find that he cannot secure the supplies when he 
needs them. They may be found on their regular page. 

We hope that you are showing your interest in the general 
advancement of the industry by being present at the Cincinnati 
meeting, and we therefore look forward with pleasure to seeing 
you there. 


Is there any reason why your superintendent or assistandt should not 
also be one of your salesmen. The processor who has to take his own pack 
to market, will be the better processor. He should also be familiar with 
cost from grower to dealer.

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NEW YORK MARKET. 


New York, January 29.—The market is quiet on most 
offerings and buyers still show little disposition to purchase in 
excess of requirements. Sales are made in small lots only, with 
business done principally for immediate necessities. While the 
situation has little of encouragement in it, there is likewise little 
of discouragement. All goods of standard quality are firm and 
sales are made in a conservative way. The feeling is rather 
better, on the whole, than it was last month, but there has been 
no advance of importance and little prospect of one exists at the 
present time. But even though this is true the fact remains 
that holders are not offering goods below quotations and the 
market remains firm. 

Tomatoes.—Full standard quality are firmly held, packers 
refusing to allow their stock to go at anything less than full 
quotations. Fortunately for the situation, as a whole, packers 
are not obliged to press stock on an unwilling market. This 
enables dealers to maintain a solid determination not to reduce 
prices. Full standard 3s are quoted at 8oc. f. 0. b. factory for 
Maryland goods. Stock offered as standard on a lower basis is 
generally found to fall below the required quality. Occasional 
offerings of 3s are quoted at 77%4c. f. 0. b. factory. Pale and 
watered stock is quoted down to 75c. f. o. b. factory. A more 
confident tone is reported in jobbing quarters, but so far as job- 
bers are concerned, buying is spasmodic and covers lots which 
are only needed for distribution. Retailers are said to be carry- 
ing fair supplies in most quarters. No. 2s are offered at 6oc. 
f. o. b. factory, and gallons are quoted at $2.50 f. o. b. factory. 
There is no feature in futures on the 8oc. f. o. b. factory basis. 

Corn.—The market is quiet, with no business of consequence 
noted. Futures attract no local interest. Holders are not 
urging sales, and for this all holders should be thankful. 
Southern holders show a freer selling disposition, but little 
demand comes from jobbers. Other grades are quiet, with pre- 
vious prices holding good. 


Peas. Futures are more firmly held, pee anil offered 
sparingly by Wisconsin packers as quoted at the opening. In 
State pack a good future business has been done. Spot goods 


are in fair compass, with some inquiry noted on standard early 
Junes and extra sifted grades. 


Beans.—The market is quiet within the quoted range. 


Strings are firm. Some lots of 1908 pack have already been 


sold. Most holders refuse to make concessions, except upon 
round lots. In such a case buyers might be able to secure lower 
quotations. 

Asparagus.—The market is firm, though best grades have 
been reduced a bit under constant pressure of dealers asking for 
lower prices. The general tendency of the market is, however, 
for holders to remain firm. 

Spinach. The market is quiet and prices are firm. 
ditions are virtually unchanged from previous reports. 

Fruits.—The local situation is strong on all offerings of 
California stock and supplies are virtually in the hands of job- 
bers. Occasional sinall lots of peaches can be picked up at 2oc. 
to 30c. above opening quotations, and the same observation 
applies to apricots. Small fruits are all firmly held and sales 
are limited to actual requirements. 

Apples.—The weak spot in fruits is gallon apples. State 
pack are offered at $2.75 to $3.00, as to packer. No buyers are 
reported in a large way. Pineapples are wanted in a jobbing 
way and are firm at inside quotations. 

Salmon.—Stocks are in small compass so far as first hands 
are concerned. Jobbers are carrying the bulk of the supply both 
here and in the interior. Occasional sales from first hands are 
reported at $1.25 for red Alaska talls, while medium red talls 
are held at $1.15 to $1.20. Pinks are held at g5c. to $1.00 here. 
Few lots are available at inside quotations. Columbia River 
salmon is scarce. 


Sardines.—The market is firm, but there is little business 
reported in any direction. Conditions do not favor a very active 
movement. 


Lobster.--Stocks are scarce and the market is duil, the high 
prices forcing possible purchasers to stay out. HUDSON.

Tomatoes.—There is some business doing on tomatoes and some indi- 
cations of a larger business than we have had for some time. The business 
all along has been ‘“‘hand-to month.’’ Buyers have been taking hold as 
they need the goods and paying the prevailing market price at the time 
they want to buy. 

We have, however, during the past few days had offers slightly under 
the market price for round blocks of tomatoes, and though no business 
resulted, it looks like an encouraging feature. 

The demand for futures is light; in fact, there is no business of any 
consequence being done and it looks as though a great many packers will 
stay out of the market until later on. 

Oysters.—Packing is going on here, though not in a very satisfactory 
manner. While the raw stock has been fairly plentiful and at moderate 
prices, yet packers are being handicapped in packing by the difficulty in 
getting sufficient labor. The Baltimore packers are working, for these 
reasons, far below their capacity. We have some very desirable trades to 
offer in oysters, and we would suggest that you communicate with us 
before placing your order. We think we can give you son ething intercst- 
ing on this line. 

Sweet Potatoes.—The market closes very strong at $1.10 per dozen, at 
which price we have a straight car of 550 cases to offer under a very desir- 
able brand. 

Corn.—The dullness on this line, together with the declining tendency, 
has given rise to the impression that there is a large stock of Corn. We 
believe that this is a wrong idea; at least as far as the holders in this sec- 
tion are concerned. 

Pears.—Are going out steadily; stocks are light. 

Small Fruits.—A glance at our quotations in comparison with our 
quotations of several months ago will show that the market is on a very 
much lower basis. If there is anythig you will need in this line, we will 
be very glad to figure with you. Stocks here are light and the compar- 
atively low prices are being made by packers merely to clean out some of 
these lines. 

It would suprise you to know how light a stock the packers are carry- 
ing here, especially such lines as No. 2 blueberries, No. 2 strawberries, No. 


2 gooseberries, in water. Thete are a few red cherries on the spot here at 

$1.25; possibly 200 cases.

Dear Sirs.—Nothing of a specially interesting character developed in 
this market during the week. Cove oysters was the leader in point of act- 
ivity, the attraction being the low prices reached recently because of the 
cheap prices for the raw stock on account of the remarkably mild season, 
which was more like April than January all week up to Friday, when we 
got our first taste of real wintry weather, the temperature dropping from 
57 degrees to 18 degrees inside of twenty-four hours, with a snowstorm and 
high wind prevailing. If freezing weather continues three or four days, 
the oyster market will stiffen up at once. When the fall packing season 
opened in October, the price of standard 5-0z. oysters was $1.00 and 10-0z. 
oysters were $2.00 dozen and the other grades in proportion, while today 
they can be bought at 8oc. and $1.60 per dozen. A reaction may come on 
short notice. 

The tomato market is unchanged as to prices and the week was quiet 
to dull. The constant buying of them in small quantities; single car lots 
and less brought the total sales in December and January fully up to the 
average, if not in excess, of those months, and they were widely scattered. 


. The jobbers are beginning to take an interest in ‘‘ future ’’ tomatoes at the 


present prices, as a starter at least, and- we received this week our first 
orders for them. We anticipate an increasing demand from now on for 
future tomatoes, as well as for future sweet potatoes, the selling of the 
latter article having started for the coming season’s delivery. 

In the general lines of fruits and vegetables the demand during the 
week was a repetition of the small orders for assorted lots, and the outlook 
has not changed either way materially.

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MARYLAND’S PROPOSED PURE FOOD LAW. 


This bill is almost identical in all its provisions affecting purity of 
foods and drugs with the National Law and has been approved by the 
Baltimore Drug Exchange, and has been endorsed by The Manufac- 
turing Confectioners Association of Baltimore City, The Baltimore 
Canned Goods Exchange, The Maryland Pharmaceutical Association, 
The Baltimore Retail Druggists’ Association, and also by the State 
Board of Health of Maryland, except the division of execution as 
provided in Sec. 140 G, I and J. 


A BILL 

Entitled ‘‘An Act to prevent the manufacture or sale of adulter- 
ated or misbranded foods or drugs in the State of Maryland, 
and to provide for the punishment of violations of its 
provisions, and to appropriate an annual sum of money for 
the purpose of enforcing the same, by adding certain 
additional sections to Article 43, Title, ‘Health;’ sub-title, 
‘Adulteration of Food;’ of the Code of Public General Laws 
of Maryland of 1904, to be known as 140 A, 140 B, 140 C, 
140 D, 140 E, 140 F, 140 G, 140H, 140 I, 140J, 140K, 
140 L, and 140 M, and to repeal Sections 122, 123, 124 and 
125 of said Article of the Code of Public General Laws of 
Maryland of 1904, and also to repeal Sections 221 and 222 
of Article 27 of the Code of Public General Laws of 
Maryland of 1904, Title, ‘Crimes and Punishments;’ sub- 

title, ‘Health, Deleterious Candy or Cakes.’ ’”’ 
Whereas, The Congress of the United States, on June 30th, 1906, passed 


an Act to prevent the manufacture, sale or transportation of adulterated or 


misbranded, or poisonous or deleterious foods and drugs, and for regulating 
traffic therein, and 


Whereas, Said law applies only to the manufacture of adulterated or 


misbranded foods or drugs in the Territories of the United States and the 
District of Columbia, and the interstate traffic in the same; and 


Whereas, The said law does not prevent the manufacture of adulterated 
foods and drugs within this State; 


Now, Therefore, in order to supplement said Federal law, and to protect 


the people of this State from —— and danger attending such possible 
adulteration and misbranding of foods and drugs, 


“Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland, That the following 
additional sections be and are hereby added to Article 43 of this Code of 
Public General Laws of Maryland of 1904, Title, ‘Health ;’ sub-title, 
‘Adulteration of Food and Drink;’ to follow section 1g00f said Article, 
and to be known as sections 140 A, 140 B, 140 C, 140 D, 140 E, 140 F, 
140 G, 140 H, 140 I, 140 J, 140 K, 140 L and 1go M.”’ 

SECTION 140 A. That it shall be unlawful for any person within this 
State to manufacture or sell or offer for sale any article of food or drug 
which is adulterated or misbranded, within the meaning of this Act; and 
any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and for each offense shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
fined not to exceed one hundred dollars or shall be sentenced to not more 
than one year’s imprisonment, or both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court; and for each subsequent offense and conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than two hundred dollars or sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment, or both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court: Provided, That no article shall be deemed misbranded or 
adulterated within the provisions of this Act when intended for export to 
any foreign country and prepared or packed according to the specifications 
or directions of the foreign purchaser when no substance is used in the 
preparation or packing thereof in conflict with the laws of the foreign 
country to which said article is intended to be shipped; but if said article 
shall be in fact sold or offered for sale for domestic use or consumption, 


then this proviso shall not exempt said article from the operation of any 
of the other provisions of this Act. 


SEc. 140 B. That the term ‘‘ drug,”’ as used in this Act, shall include 
all medicines and preparations used in the United States Pharmacopoeia or 


National Formulary for internal or external use, and any substance or 
mixture of substances intended to be used for the cure, mitigation, or pre- 


vention of disease of either man or animals. The term ‘‘food,’’ as used 


herein, shall include all articles used for food, drink, confectionery, or 
condiment by man or animals, whether simple mixed or compound. 


Src. 140C. That forthe purpose of this Act an article shall be deemed 
to be adulterated: 


In case of drugs: 

First. If, when a drug is sold under or by a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopceia or National Formulary, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality, or purity, as determined by the test laid 
down in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary official at 
the time of investigation: Provided, That no drug defined in the United

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

As between canners and wholesalers, the general situation is largely 
one of waiting for something to determine the course of prices. Holders 
point to the favorable statistical position and talk of firmer prices. Whole- 
salers point to the effects of the financial flurry and mention lower quota- 
tions as the necessary preliminary to new business. This as to important 
transactions. In small lots there has been some routine business done. 
In futures the question as to the form of contract, which is to come up at 
the coming Cincinnati Convention, is restricting business entirely. In 
spot tomatoes the feeling is doubtful. Some concessions are occasionally 
made by Maryland holders, but other holders refuse to shade 8oc. f. o. b. 
for full standard Maryland No. 3. The spot quotation is 82%c. to 85c, in 
New York. Demand is narrow. Resales of tomatoes by New York whole- 
salers are occasionally reported. Nothing doing in corn and the market 
easy. Peas are in some request and steady. In fruits there is little of 
general interest to report. In fish the salmon market attracts attention, 
owing to its firmness on all kinds, except pink. Alaska red salmon may 


advance soon. Oysters are easier in Baltimore. The general canned 
goods market depends, as to the early future, upon the development of the 


demand for general merchandise. If general business lags for months, 
the canned goods market eould not escape the same--general influence 
which has affected prices in several markets thought to be beyond the reach 
of such an influence.—MVerchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 

The tomato market is decidedly unsettled. There have been sales 
during the week at 80c. delivered, which would be equivalent to a decline 
of about 2%c. On the same day, however, other sales have been made at 
Soc. f. o. b., so that it is difficult to state exactly where the market is. 
Stocks are low everywhere and it seems sure that large jobbing buyers 
miust come into the market soon. It is confidently predicted that when 


they do prices will advance, but the tomato market is a hard thing to fore- 
cast. Corn is unchanged, and on spot the demand is exceedingly light. 
Prices have been named for New York State corn, on about the same basis 
as last year, and some orders have been taken. Peas are dull on spot and 
active as to futures. Peaches are still very dull, scarce and high. Apples 
are weak and some offers of New York State gallons have been made as low 
as $2.60. The Baltimore line of small canned goods is unchanged and dull. 
California canned goods are scarce in first hands and unchanged in price. 
—Grocery World. 
Chicago. 

Prices seem steady to firm all along the line on canned fruits and 
vegetables, also fish. Tomatoes are going into consumption quite satisfac- 
torily, according to the retailers. Steady prices on tomatoesrule. Corn is 
selling pretty well also, aud at steady prices. Peas continue very firm and 
there is being experienced more or less difficulty by the grocery trade in 
finding peas to sell at low prices, as the ‘‘cheap’’ peas are understood to be 
very scarce now. Canned fruits remain firm because they are scarce in all 
varieties, and there is a very good demand for several, such as peaches. 
Apples are steady and in good request for pies. String and lima beans are 
firm, with limited supplies.. Canned kraut is in good demand from con- 
sumers. The salmon market is very strong, due to small stocks left in 
canners’ hands, and predictions are being freely passed about that prices 
are destined to go higher when the usual spring demand sets in. All grades 
of salmon are reported as scarce. Domestic sardines are tending higher 
and sooner or later advances are regarded as certain tocome. This is also 
on account of the prevailing scarcity, which in sardines is even more acute 
than in other kinds of fish. Cove oysters are firm and stocks anything but 
large. Lobsters are scarce and prices very firm. Shrimp, etc., are all firm 
and in most lines scarcity is the direct cause.—Gvocers’ Criterion. 


St. Louis. 

Tomatoes are moving slowly at practically unchanged prices. Nearly 
all the orders that are being shipped are being charged at $1.00, Retailers 
seem to have fair stocks and are not disposed to buy more just now than 
for immediate needs. There is no call for quotations on futures coming 
from the retailers in this section. Corn is the best seller in the canned 
vegetable line these days. The demand shows smail stocks and an inclina- 
tion to take more chances than with tomatoes or peas. Too early to look

Though several pea packers have named 
prices for 1908 delivery, few jobbers have made contracts, and there have 
been very few calls for quotations in this line from the retailers.— The Jnter- 
state Grocer. 
Montreal, Can. : 

Satisfactory trade has been done during the past week in the various 
lines, but a slight tendency to hold off is noted. The local market is quite 
firm in tone. 

Toronto, Can. 

Business is more satisfactory this week; some wholesalers say better 
than for some weeks past. Complaints are again being made by retailers 
of bad stock, particularly of peas and tomatoes. 

Manitoba, Can. 

Business is showing a rapid recovery from the lull that invariably 
follows the Christmas and holiday trade. There is, moreover, a better feel- 
ing among business men in general, and a marked revival in confidence. 
Collections are improving and the volume of business is fairly satisfactory. 
Business is only fairly active in canned goods, high prices having diverted 

the demand to dried fruits and other lines.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—The demand from the country has been active for the past 

month, as these columns have indicated, but with retailers apparently 
| satisfied for the time being, there has not been much business doing this 

week. The market, however, remains extremely firm, both for British 
| Columbia and Alaska, and the likelihood is that prices will further advance. 
Lobsters are unaltered. The Tunisian has arrived at Liverpool with 200 
| cases, Sardines.—There is a good general demand and the market main- 
tains a very firm tone. Reports of the fishing continue of an unsatisfactory 
character. With the great scarcity of French and Portuguese of fine 
quality, more attention is being given tothe Norwegian smoked variety, 
business in which is growing considerably, and the market is very firm. 
The Winifredian, with 250 cases, and the Mount Royal, with 282 cases, have 
arrived at Liverpool. Fruits maintain a very steady tone. Pineapples are 
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moving off steadily at firm rates. The Virginian has brought 1,000 cases 
of pears, and the Beta 520 cases of apricots. 
Liverpool, England. 

The good trade in canned goods generally reported last week continues, 
and the demand for the time of the year is almost unprecedented. Salmon 
in large inquiry for all shapes and grades. Alaska keeps exceedingly firm 
at the high rates recorded last week, and best salmon is in demand, half- 
pound being in special inquiry. One-pound talls and one-pound squats 
are practically unobtainable, and one-pound flats are becoming scarce. 
Sardines.—There is more business passing in this item, and deliveries, as 
they come in, are distributed from the quay. Fruits.—These are quiet at 
recent prices, but there is decidedly more inquiry for pears. Choice 
Baltimore pears have advanced somewhat in price. Tomatoes.— These have 
had another jump up, and it is believed that none are obtainable under 
4s. 14d. to 4s. 3d. There is more inquiry for 114 tins, which now appear 
to be cheap.—Gyvocers’ Gazette.

All eyes are focused on Cincinnati and to judge from the 
number we have heard speaking of going to the meeting, the 
majority of canned goods packers, brokers and even jobbers are 
now busying themselves with the preparations for the trip to 
that City to attend the annual meeting. All seem to recognize 
that there will be ‘‘ something doing’’ there in the line of valu- 
able work, next week. 


There has been a pause in the placing of future orders this 
year that is remarkable. Never before in the history of the 
business, probably, were so future orders on the books at this 
time of the year, as there are this year. This is attributable to 
a number of causes, but may be narrowed down to two primary 
ones—a determination on the part of the canners to get good, 
fair profit showing figures for their goods and the counter desire 
of the part of the buyers to get prices as low as they can; and 
secondly—a determination on the part of the jobbers or buyers 
to know the standing and reliability of the sellers. 


Both of these ‘causes’ are what might be termed admireable, 
and eventually will prove beneficial to the entire industry. . For 
broadly there is nothing more demoralizing to the whole year’s 
business than a mad rush into the placing and accepting of fut- 
ure orders, demoralizing to both sides of the transaction, pro- 
ductive of good to no one. 


Along the line of the canner’s argument, a prominent packer 
of the West writes us this week: ‘‘We cannot see any reason, from 
the viewpoint of cost, why tomatoes should be sold any cheaper 
this year than last, and there are some reasons why they should 
command a higher figure. It would be well for the packer to 
remember that with wheat above one dollar, corn around 6oc. a 


bushel and going higher, oats nearly out of sight, and even hay 
very high and strong, the farmers are going to be loth to break 
their backs picking tomatoes this fall at less than $8.00 to $10.00 
per ton. Tomato acreage will be increasingly hard to procure.’’ 


As our correspondent rightly says with the farmers obtain- 
ing good-prices for all their crops, they will be loath to put 
their fields in tomatoes or any crop which requires much manual 
labor to harvest, and particularly so in face of the labor condi- 
tions under which they have been struggling the past few years. 
These same labor conditions enter into the factory as well, and 
make the actual packing of the crops, after they have been 
brought to the canner, more expensive than used to be the case, 
and this must be counted on. 


In fact in any way the canner looks at the situation he finds 
difficulty in figuring a saving in the cost of production over last 
year, and therefore seems justified in asking as high prices for 
his futures as he did last year. This same correspondant states 
in another part of this same letter, that while they have not as 
yet named prices on futures, when they do, it will not be below 
goc to 9234c per dozen for Indiana standards. And this posi- 
tion is similar to that taken by all the leading packers of the 
country, and as we have stated is the cause of the standstill in 
the placing of futures now so noticeable. 


The jobbers on the other hand are complaining of the 
method upon which they have to buy futures, with particular 
reference to the uncertainty of getting the goods when they ex- 
pect them, and not merely a part of them on a pro rata delivery. 
Their contention is that after placing their orders for futures, 
they set to work on their trade and sell them, again as futures, 
on the expectation of a 100% delivery; and any falling off from 
this amount places them in bad light with their customers, and 
usually means the loss of that trade for the future. On account 
of this, it is stated, jobbers are scanning very closely the contracts 
they make, and looking well into the standing of the firm 
accepting them. 


It will be noted our Chicago Correspondant speaks of this 
and intimates that it will result in the elimination of many ob- 
jectionable firms, and a consequent cutting down of the total 
pack. Taken strictly in this light, such action would be very 
desirable, for no legitimate canner is in favor of the ‘‘mushroom’’ 
canner, spoken of, who is absolutely without responsibility, and 
once the pack is off his hands disappears from the business 


world. No one wants dealings with such, and the canning in- 


dustry as a whole is more anxious to wipe out these blots on its 
fair name, than is the jobber. The industry is a unit on that; 
but hasty judgment must not be passed on any firm in this way, 
for it is a very serious matter. 


The canner has all the pranks of the weather and the year 
to contend with in fulfilling his part of the contract; first in getting 
a crop at all, and secondly in sucuring such quality of produce 
as will turn out goods equal to the sample by which the ‘‘futures’’ 
were sold. In fact the canner has all the trouble in the matter, 
including the possibility of a drop in prices before he can pack 
and deliver the goods. Under these immense difficulties many 
good houses, with the best of intentions and desires might be 
accused of slighting their contracts, either in the quality or the 
amount of delivery and yet be helpless to defend themselves. 


The jobber deals with a certainty-he gets the goods or their 
their equivalent, he secures the quality or obtains an allow- 
ance; but with the canner, it is all uncertainty, everything de- 
pends upon the future, and he has absolutely nothing on which 
to depend—neither the crop nor the quality he will be able to 
obtain. Efforts have been made to show that the jobber and the 
canner are on the same footing in regard to future sales; but 
this position cannot be maintained. The division of responsi- 
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bility is absolutely unequal, and it is this feature more than any 
other which should make the canner very careful of his actions, 
in the acceptance of future orders. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE.”’ 


CHICAGO, January 29, 1908. 

Cold Snap.—The weather for the past week has been mild and sunny 
until today, when Winnipeg and Medicine Hat sent a few atmospheric 
agitations down in this direction, and in consequence, thermometers have 
gone down close to the zero point. 

A Few Transactions.—! have heard of a few sales in a jobbing 
way during the week, which show the market practically, more so than 
pages of desctriptive writing as follows: 

250 cases Unlabeled, Hand-Packed, Coreless Tomatoes, Sanitary 


500 cases Standard Red Alaska Salmon Association, tall No. 1 1.27% 
1,000 cases Michigan Standard Gallon Apples, No. 1o.............. 2.65 | 
2,000 cases Standard Indiana Corn, choice quality, No. 2........... .67% 

500 cases Indiana Standard Tomatoes, No. 2. ..........cesceeeeeeeee -90 
1,000 cases Indiana Off Standard Tomatoes, No. 3..... .........0066 87% 


Wholesale Orders Few.—The demand for canned goods from the 
interior jobbing trade is very quiet. Many wholesale houses take stock on 
February ist of each year and try to reduce stock constantly until that time. 
It is therefore anticipated that sorting orders from jobbing trade will be 
more prevalent after February roth. Just now I learn from the brokers 
that orders are very few and quite small. 

‘Retailers Beginning to Buy.—Retail grocers are showing much 
interest in canned goods and are beginning to buy more freely. A large 
quantity, probably larger than ever before, of canned goods were sold to 
retailers during 1907 for future delivery, or delivery when packed, and the 
stocks of retail grocers were full by the time deliveries of future contracts 
were finished. Consumption of canned goods has, however, been very 
heavy, as most goods when delivered found bare shelves ready to receive 
them and retailers have sold vast quantities of canned goods during the 
past three months and stocks are much reduced. 

Money Cheaper.—Finances are much improved and money is in 
good supply. Commercial paper is in demand at 6%% for gilt edged 


quality single name paper. Good double name paper or paper backed by 
collateral could be discounted at the rate of 5% % per anfum. 

Bank Clearings.—Our Chicago bank clearinga are quite satisfac- 
tory, and are as follows: 

Chicago Clearing, week ending January 23, 1908......... $228, 986,086 

Chicago Clearing, week ending January 24, 1907......... 230,705,913 

Chicago Clearing, week ending January 25, 1906..... ... 201,611,622 

It will be seen that the volume of business was therefore 13.6% greater 
than the corresponding week of 1906, and only 0.7%, or seven-tenths of one 
per cent. less than the corresponding week of 1907. It will be remembered 
that January of 1906 was a most active month and that advances in canned 
goods were numerous and rapid andthat there was much speculative buy- 
ing. Therefore, if when the market is absolutely devoid of speculation 
and there have been no advances whatever, business is equal to the corre- 
sponding period of t906 and 13% % ahead of that of 1905, the situation can 
be called satisfactory. 

Going te the Convention.—A great host of wholesale grocers, 
brokers and canned goods buyers are preparing to goto the Convention at 
Cincinnati next week. A special train will be run over the Big Four route 
under the direction of that splendid Secretary of the National Association 
of Canned Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers, J. L. Flannery, of Chicago, and 
those who will go will find the hours flying like the miles, swiftly by. 

Future Sales.—S° far, I learn that sales of canned goods of the 1908 
pack for future delivery have been very unimportant. This is not as is 
asserted by some canned goods authorities, because the wholesalers are 


trying to beat down the prices and discredit end bear the value of the future 
pack, but it is because wholesalers and salesmen have just passed through 


a strenuous campaign in selling and delivering canned goods of the 1907 
pack, and they do not want to begin a new campaign practically before the 


old is needed. It must be remembered that the season of 1907 was very 
late and that all canned goods were delivered from twenty to sixty days 


late and that deliveries of future canned goods are even not yet completed. 
Salesman do not want to flaunt future prices in the faces of their customers, 
the retailers, before their 1907 deliveries have scarcely been completed. 

I find, too, that some of the wholesalers have larger stocks of canned 
goods, in some lines, than anticipated, because they have found it essential 


to cut down lines of credit and cancel a lot of contracts because retail 
grocers would not reduce their accounts nor pay cash for the goods. 


Consequently, the wholesalers, in many instances, want to be let alone, 
and it would be well for packers and brokers to realize that they are not in 


the mood to contract for futures, and will not be before March, or even 
later,

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Tired of Methods.—! have had occasion to converse with quite a 
number of large buyers of late and find that they are tired of the present 
methods of contracting for futures and that they are going to exercise 
unusual care as to the reliability and responsibility of the parties with 


whom they contract for 1908 pack of future canned goods. They claim’ 


that the irresponsible, mushroom growth of packers that have neither 
money or experience to back them cannot secure banking support unless 
they can show contracts of sale to responsible houses for their product in 
advance. They assert that it is this class of packers which creates condi- 
tions of over-production and who pack ‘‘punk” goods, flooding the market 
with rejections and off qualities. Look out for strong conditions and dis- 
criminations on the part of buyers this year!! They are going to put their 
contracts with people who can be depended upon, and when the brokers offer 
contracts they will be asked what the rating of the packer is in Bradstreet’s 
or Dun’s, how long he has been in the business and whether the contract is 
or is not a jug-handled proposition. This attitude is going to reduce the 
output of canned goods in 1908. 

Won’t Sell for Jobbers’ Labels.—! hear it rumored that there 
will be the usual effort to put through a resolution at the Canners’ Conven- 
tion next week to sell no goods for jobbers’ labels and guarantee no goods 
not having the packers’ name on the can. No such resolution should pass. 
If it does, big jobbers with ample capital will be forced toestablish canning 
establishments. They do not want to do so, but they must either label a 
large part of the canned goods they sell, with their own labels, or lose 
money on the canned goods line, and this they will not consent to do. 

If packers only knew it; a jobbers’ label helps to maintain values better 
than any other influence. A jobber is thereby converted into a bull influ- 
ence for canned goods, trying to get full prices and to sell the best 
qualities. Confine a wholesaler to packers’ brands which all his competi- 
tors handle and he cuts, slashes and beats prices all the time to keep his 
competitor from underselling him and taking the business. Take the 
influence of personal interest anda pride in high qualities away froma 
canned goods jobber and you at once convert him into a commercial 
cutthroat. WRANGLER.”

States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary, except preparations of opium, 
shall be deemed to be adulterated under this provision if the standard of 
strength, quality, or purity be plainly stated upon the bottle,- box, or other 
container thereof although the standard may differ from that determined 
by the test laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National 
Formulary. 

Second. If its strength or purity fall below the professed standard or 
quality under which it is sold. 

In the case of confectionery: : 

If it contain terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome yellow, or other harmful 
mineral substance or poisonous color or flavor, or other ingredient dele- 


terious or detrimental to health, or any vinous, malt or spiritous liquor or 
compound or narcotic drug. 


In the case of food: 


First. If any substance has been mixed and packed with it so as to 
reduce or lower or injuriously affect its quality or strength. 


Second. If any substance has been substituted wholly or in part for 
the article. 


Third. If any valuable constituent of the article has been wholly or 
in part abstracted. 


Fourth. If it be mixed, colored, powdered, coated, or stained in a 
manner whereby damage or inferiority is concealed. 


Fifth. If it contain any added poisonous or other added deleterious 
ingredient which may render such article injurious to health. Provided, 
That when in the preparation of food products for shipment they are pre- 
served by any external application applied in such manner that the pre- 
servative is necessarily removed mechanically, or by maceration in water, 
or otherwise, and directions for the removal of said preservative shall be 
printed on the covering or the package, the provisions of this Act shall be 
construed as applying only when said products are ready for consumption. 

Sixth. If it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed, or 
putrid animal or vegetable substance, or any portion of an animal unfit for 


food, whether manufactured or not, or if it is the product of a diseased 
animal, or one that has died otherwise than by slaughter. 


Sec. 140 D. That the term ‘‘misbranded”’ as used herein, shall apply 
to all drugs, or articles of food, or articles which enter into the composition 
of food, the package or label of which shall bear any statement, design, or 
device regarding such article, or the ingredients or substances contained 
therein which shall be false or misleading in any particular; and to any 


food or drug product which is falsely branded as to the State, Territory, 
place or country in which it is manufactured or produced,

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That for the purpose of this Act an article shall also be deemed to be 
misbranded: 

In case of drugs: 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name of 
another article. 

Second. If the contents of the package as originally put up shall have 
been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents shall have been placed 
in such package. 

Third. If the package fail to bear a statement on the label of the 
quantity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, 
alpha or beta eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral hydrate, 
or acetanilide, or any derivative or preparation of any such substances 
contained therein. Provided, That nothing in this paragraph shall be 
construed to apply to the dispensing of prescriptions of regularly licensed 
practicing physicians, veterinarians and deatists, intended for immediate 
or temporary use, and ke, t on file by the dispensing pharmacists: And 
provided further, That nothing in this paragraph shall be'construed to 
apply to such drugs or medicines as are personally dispensed by regularly 
Jicensed practicing physicians, veterinarians and dentists in the course of 
their practice. 

In the case of foods: 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the distinctive 
name of another article. ; 

Second. If it be labeled or branded so as to deceive or mislead the 
purchaser, or purport to be a foreign product when not so, or if the contents 
ot the package as originally put up shall have been removed in whole or in 
part and other contents shall have been placed in such package, or if it fail 
to bear a statement on the label of the quantity or proportion of any mor- 
phine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta eucaine, chloroform, cannabis 


indica, chloral hydrate, or acetanilide, or any derivative or preparation of 
any such substance contained therein. 


Third. If in package form, and the contents are stated in terms of 


weight or measure, they are not plainly or correctly stated on the outside 
of the package. 


Fourth. If the package containing it or its label shall bear any state- 
ment, design, or device regarding the ingredients or substances contained 
therein, which statement, design, or device shall be false or misleading in 
any particular. Provided, That an article of food which does not contain 
any added poisonous or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed to be 
adulterated or misbranded in the following cases: 

First. In the case of mixture or compounds which may now or from 


time to time hereafter known as articles of food, under their own distinctive 
names, and not an imitation of or offered for sale under the distinctive 
name of another article, if the name be accompanied on the same label or 
brand with a statement of the place where said article has been manufac- 
tured or produced. 

Second. In the case of articles labeled, branded, or tagged so as to 
plainly indicate that they are compounds, imitations, or blends, and the 
word “compound,” ‘‘imitation,’’ or ‘‘blend,’’ as the case may be, is plainly 
stated on the package in which it is offered for sale; Provided, That the 
term blend as used herein shall be construed to mean a mixture of like 
substances, not excluding harmless coloring or flavoring ingredients used 
for the purpose of coloring and flavoring only. And provided further, 
That nothing in this Act shall be construed as requiring or compelling 
proprietors or manufacturers of proprietary foods which contain no unwhole- 
some added ingredient to disclose their trade formulas, except in so far as 
the provisions of this Act may require to secure freedom from adulteration 
or misbranding. 

Skc. 140 E. That no dealer shall be prosecuted under the provisions 
of this Act, when he can establish a guaranty in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the National Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, or a guaranty, 
signed by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or other parties, residing in 
this State from whom he purchased such article, or to the effect that same 
is not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act, designat- 
ing it. Said guaranty, to afford protection, shall contain the name and 
addtess of the party or parties making the sale of such articles to such 
dealer, and in such case, if such guaranty was given in this State, said party 
or parties shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines and other penalties 
which would attach, in due course, to the dealer under the provisions of 
this Act. 

Src. 140 F. That the standards of quality, purity and strength for 
foods and drugs that have been adopted by the United States Department 
of Agriculture are hereby declared to be the standard of purity, quality and 
strength for foods and drugs, in the State of Maryland. 

Sec. 140G. That it shall be the duty of the State Board of Health to 
enforce all the provisions of this Act and to promulgate and publish rules 
and regulations to carry out the same, so far as they relate to foods; and it 
shall be the duty of the Maryland Board of Pharmacy to enforte all the 
provisions of this Act and to promulgate and publish rules and regulations 
for carrying out the same so far as they relate to drugs. But such rules and 
regulations shall not be more stringent than, and shall conform in all 
essential features with, the rules and regulations adopted, or which may 
hereafter be adopted for the enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act of the 
United States, approved, June 30, 1906, regulating the misbranding, or 
adulteration, of food or drug products for interstate commerce.
